REGULATION (. OF 1054. 

A Regulation to lav down clearly the law relating to 
the collection of the Ab’kmy Revenue, passed by llis High¬ 
ness the Maha Rnjah of Travancoro cm the 3rd Karoacfagoin 
1051. corresponding with .the 17th July 1879, 

Preamble. Whereas it is necessary to enact proper rules 
for providing for tile manufacture, sale, transit and posses¬ 
sion ofliqnor within tho limits of Travnncoro, Wo aro pleased 
to enact as follows : 

Section I. In tho construction of this Regulation, the 
following expressions shall have-tho several meanings here¬ 
by assigned to them. 

(a) The term “ liquor ” shall be taken as denoting 
spirits, wine, beer and all other intoxicating liquors in the 
manufacture of which distillation or fermentation takes 
place. 

(b) The terms “‘selling ” and “ Rale ” includes bartering 
or receiving in pawn for liquor, grain or any other articles. 

(a) The term “ shop •” shall include a depot. 

(d) Words importing the singular number shall include 
the plural number, and words importing the plural number 
shall include the singular number. 

(e) Words importing the masculine gender shall in¬ 
clude the feminine. 

Section II. All persons are hereby forbidden to -manu¬ 
facture or to sell or to keep for the purposes of sale, any 
liquor of the description mentioned in Section I. of this 
Regulation, within the limits of Travnncore, except in con¬ 
formity with the provisions of this Regulation. 

Section III. The Dewan shall either retain, under the 
immediate management of the Government, the exclusive 
privilege of manufacturing, and selling all spirituous and 
fermented liquors within any part of the country, or shall, 
subject to the limitation bereinunder specified, assign, either 
at a public auction or in some other manner, the same 
wholly or partially in all or any of the following ways, that 
is to.say:— ’’ 'h .' 

First. The Dewan shall assign, for such period as he 
may think fit, to any person or .persons, the exclusive privi¬ 
leg'd of manufacturing or of selling or of both manufacturing 
and selling all spirituous and fermented liquors whatsoever 
within the whole or any portion, of any Talook in considera¬ 
tion of a single payment or of an annual rent, 





Second. It shall be lawful for the Dowau to assign to i 
any person or persons the exclusive privilege of inanu- ; 
factoring or of selling or of both manufacturing and selling j 
one or more specified spirituous or fermented liquors, and at : 
the same time, in consideration of annual or otbev payments, j 
to issue licences for such period as ho may think lit, grant- J 
ing permission to the same person or auv other person or :

such shops shall be built, the number of shops and stills m 
each Talook, Proverty, or Ivelvy or Manyoin, the minimum 
prices at which liquor shall be sold at such shops, and the 
.measures to be used in tho sale of such liquor, the due 
publication of such prices and measures and generally all 
matters relating to tho management and control of such 
places of manufacture or sale. It shall also be competent 
for the Dewau during tho currency of a contract to permit 
the transfer of shops from one locality to another, to sanction 
new shops, or to direct the closing of shops which liavo boon 
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once sanctioned. Provided that no shop or still shall be 
permitted to be opened or built within the limits of any 
principal town, or other populous place. 

Section VI. The form of lioonce for renting out exclu¬ 
sive privileges of manufacture or sale or of both shall specify 
the time during which it is to be in force, the amount of 
rent, the periods for payments of the instalments, the mini¬ 
mum price at which liquor shall be sold and the number of 
stills and shops- and their positions; it shall provide again! 
any improper practices or any adulteration of the liquor 
manufactured or sold and shall contain such other conditions 
as the Dewan may consider necessary, and no Abkary 
renter or other person shall bp allowed to establish a still or 
shop or manufacture or sell liquor until he shall have ob¬ 
tained such licence from the l3ewan and have executed an 
engagement binding himself to conform to its provisions 
which engagements shall be lodged in the Iiuzssoor Outckerry. 

Suction VII. Every person placed by a renter or by a 
sub-renter or by the Dewan (when the Abkary is retained 
under Government management) in charge of a still or I 
shop, shall first in the presence of the ■Tahsildor or other 
Government officer authorized in that behalf by the Dew^n, 
sign in duplicate an .engagement prepared in Malayalam 
containing such conditions as the Dewan may from time to 
time prescribe after the same shall have been read over by 
him or read and explained to him if he is unable to read it 
himself. Two witnesses shall be present when, the engage¬ 
ment is acknowledged and executed by him and shall sign 
their,names in. testimony of such acknowledgment; one 
copy of the,: said engagement shall be deposited with the 
Dewan who shall thereofl. issue a licence to the person in 
charge of such, still or shop. The other copy of the engage¬ 
ment and the licence shall be fixed up in some conspicuous 
' place in the shop or still, 

Section VIII. '..First,'. Abkary renters shall bo at liberty 
to sub-rent their farms oh such terms as they and their sub¬ 
routers may respectively agree upon, provided the Dewan may 
at any time prohibit such sub-renting within any tract. 

Second, . Sub-renters shall execute in the modes pro-, 
scribed in section VII. of this Regulation, engagements con¬ 
taining such conditions as the Dewan shall, from time to 
time, prescribe. No sub-renter shall establish any still or 
shop or manufacture or sell any liquor nor shall any con¬ 
tract of sub-renting be valkbat law, or be recognised for the 
purposes of this Regulation, unless : and until such, engage¬ 
ments shall have: been executed and a licence agreeably ' 
thereto shall have been issued to the sub-renter by the Dewan. 
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Section IX. The Dewan may proceed, against Abkary 
renters or other persons licensed, under this Regulation/or 
against their sureties, for the recovery of arrears due by 
them, in like manner as for the recovery of arrears of land 
Revenue, and may further at his _ discretion take the farm 
under Government mangement at £h'e risk of the renter, or 
may declare the lease forfeited and re-sell the farm at the 
said renter’s risk and loss. 

Section X. Whenever sub-renters default to make the 
stipulated payments to the Government renter, such Govern¬ 
ment renter shall report the matter to the Tahsildar of the 
Talook, who shall proceed to recover the arrears from the 
defaulting sub-renter just in the same manner that arrears 
of land Revenue are recovered.’ 

Section XL Licences for the manufacture or sale of 
liquor under clauses 2 and 3 of Section III. of this Regula¬ 
tion shall be granted by the Dewan. Such licences shall 
provide against any breach of Abkary privileges granted to 
any other person or any improper practices at the places of 
sale or manufacture, and shall contain such other conditions 
' as the Dewan may consider necessary. 

Section XII. All persons not being licensed to manu¬ 
facture or to sell or to manufacture and. to sell liquor, are 
prohibited from having in their possession any quantity 
thereof exceeding one Imperial quart without a valid permit, . 
except such quantities of English, or Foreign wines, beer or ■ 
spirits as may be required for bona fide private consumption. . 
Permits for the possession of liquor shall be.issued only by 
the Dewan, the Division Peishcars or by Abkary renters. 

Section XIII. The transit without a permit of any quan¬ 
tity of liquor exceeding one Imperial quart is hereby prohi¬ 
bited. Permits for the transit of liquor , shall be issued only 
by the Dewan, the Division Peishcars, Tahsildars or by Ab¬ 
kary renters or their sub-renters or by such Public officers 
or licensed vendors as may be duly authorized by the Dewan 
to grant such permits. 

Section XIV. The permits granted by the Dewan or by 
a Division Peishear shall pass any quantity of liquor and 
shall be held valid throughout the whole of the Travancore 
Territory; the permit granted by a Tahsildar shall be valid 
for passing not more than 200 gallons of liquor from his own 
Talook into those that are in the immediate neighbourhood; 
the permit of a renter or sub-renter shall notjiass more than 
100 gallons of liquor and shall not be valid beyond the . 
limits of his farm, and the permit of a licensed vendor 
‘shall not pass more than 50 gallons of such liquor as may 
have been purchased from him and shall not be held valid in 



respect of any otter liquor or beyond the boundaries of 
the Talook within which it is granted. 

Suction XV. All liquor, passing through the Territories 
of Travancore unaccompanied by a valid permit or material¬ 
ly differing from the description or quantity specified in the 
permit, and all liquor, except such quantities of English or 
Foreign wines, beer-or spirits as may be required for private 
consumption, found without a valid permit in the possession 
of any person not being a licensed vendor or officer of Go-. 
vernment authorized to dispose thereof, shall bo liable to¬ 
gether with the vessels, packages and coverings in which 
liquor is found, and the animals and conveyances used in 
carrying it, to be confiscated by the Division Poishcar sub¬ 
ject to the orders of the Dcvvau. 

Section XVI. Any person duly licensed under this Re¬ 
gulation either to manufacture or soli or to manufacture and 
sell liquor who shall permit drunkenness or riot in his shop 
or place of sale or manufacture, or harbour persona of noto¬ 
riously bad character or mix or permit to be mixed with the 
liquor made or sold by,him any ingredient likely' to add to 
its intoxicating quality, or keep or offer stick mixed liquor 
for sale shall on conviction bo liablo to the f'orfoituro of his 
licence and to a fine'not exceeding 200 Rupees for each 
offence, besides becoming unfit for the future to hold any , 
Abkary licence. 

Section XVII. Any person who shall wilfully contra? 
vene any rule..regarding the manufacture or sale of liquor 
which may havo been prescribed by the Dowan under the 
authority given in Section IV. of this Regulation, or any:, 
person duly licensed under this Regulation who shall com¬ 
mit any breach?of the provisions .of his licence, for which noj 
special penalty is prescribed under this Regulation,.'shall, .on 
conviction, bo liable to a fine not exceeding’ 100 Rupees for 
each offence and to the forfeiture of his licence, besides be¬ 
coming unfit to hold for the future any Abkary licence,.. 

Section XVIII, Any person, who shall manufacture, or 
sell, Or keep for the purpose of salo, any liquor without being 
licensed, or at ony other place or places than those specified 
in his licence, or after the expiration of his licence, or before 
he shall'have obtained a now licence, shall, on conviction, be 
liablo to a fine not exceeding 800 Rupees for each offence 
and to the forfeiture of his licence, besides becoming unlit to 
hold for the future any Abkary licenco. 

Section XIX. p Any person, who shall convoy or attempt- 
to convey more than ond Imperial quart of liquor without a- 
valid permit or materially differing from the description or 
quantity specified in the permit ana any person who shall

have in his possession without a valid permit more than one 
Imperial quart of liquor except such quantities of English 
and foreign wines, beer and spirits as may be required for 
private consumption shall,-on proof thereof, bo liable to a 
fine not exceeding 300 Rupees for each offence. 

Section XX. Magistrates and Sub-Magistrates are here¬ 
by authorized to issue search warrants for the discovery of 
unlicensed stills or of liquor illicitly sold, manufactured' or 
kept in any place. The issue and execution of such warrants 
shall be governed by the rules now in force for the issue and 
execution of the same in ordinary criminal cases. 

Section XXI. Any unlicensed person who shall have in 
his possession any still or other implement, or any pei-son 
who has in his possession or sells liquor which he knows ! 
or has reason to believe has been manufactured without li¬ 
cence, shall on conviction be liable to a flue not exceeding 
300 Rupees, and such still or other implement or liquor found 
in the possession of such person together with the vessels, 
packages and coverings shall be confiscated, subject to the 
orders of the Dewan. ■ 

Section XXII. Any Proverticaren, or Police Officer not 
below the rank of a Tannah Moothelper, may without a 
warrant enter, inspect and search at any time by day or by 
night for any of the purposes contemplated in this Regula¬ 
tion, any house, shop or premises in which the sale or manu¬ 
facture of liquor is carried on under this Regulation, report¬ 
ing the circumstance immediately to the Sub-Magistrate 
nearest to the place so entered, inspected and searched. 

Section XXIII, All Police Peons and Moothelpers in 
charge of Tannahs, all Thesacavacurs and all' Proverticara 
who may have information that the manufacture or sale : of 
liquor without licence is being carried on within the limits 
or vicinity of the respective Tannahs or villages shall forth¬ 
with report the matter to the nearest Tahsildar and shall 
assist the duly authorized Agent of an Abkary renter in the 
lawful exercise of his powers for the detection or suppression 
of the manufacture or sale of liquor without licence. And 
any Police Peon, Thesacavaoar, Moothelper, Proverticar 
who shall fail to report as aforesaid or without lawful excuse 
refuse or neglect to assist as aforesaid shall on conviction’ 
be liable to a fine not exceeding 300 Rupees. 

Section XXIV. Every person who holds a licence for 
the sale or manufacture of liquor shall keep such licence at 
the house or shop specifiedIn the licence aifd shall show the 
licence on the demand of any Magistrate, Sub-Magistrate 
or Police 'Officer not below the rank of a Police Xaik, who 
shall demand to see it, and any licensed dealer who shall re- 
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fuse or be unable to produce his licence on such demand shall 
on proof Of the same be liable to a fine not exceeding 50 
Rupees. 

Section XXV. Any Police Officer may stop and detain 
any person having possession of or carrying in any public 
road, street, thoroughfare, or place or in any open shop any 
liquor which requires a pass, and if no valid pass he produc¬ 
ed to him on his demand, he may seize the liquor with the 
vessels, packages and coverings in which the liquor is found, 
and the animals and conveyances used in carrying it, and 
shall thereupon without delay take such persons, together 
with the things so seized, before the Sub-Magistrate within 
whose jurisdiction the seizure took place. 

Section XXVI. Every person who shall maliciously give 
false information that any person has committed any offence 
against this Regulation,, and any officer who shall vexatiously 
and unncessarily seize the goods or chattels of any person 
on the pretence of seizing or searching for.illicit liquor, still 
or other implement, or who shall vexatiously and unneces¬ 
sarily arrest any person or commit any other excess not re¬ 
quired for the execution of his duty, shall on conviction be 
liable to a fine not exceeding 500 Rupees. . 

Section XXVII. It shall be lawful for a Magistrate to 
grant, to persons or to officers of the class to be named by 
the Dewan, who shall give information leading to the detec¬ 
tion of any offence punishable under this Regulation, or who 
shall seize any article liable to confiscation under, this Re¬ 
gulation, rewards not exceeding the total value of goods con¬ 
fiscated and of the fines and penalties levied and in such 
proportions as to him may appear proper. 

Section XXVIII, N o suit or other proceeding shall be 
commenced or prosecuted against any person for anything 
done' in pursuance of'this Regulation without giving to such 
person a month's previous notice in writing of the intended 
proceeding and, of the cause thereof, Bor after tender of 
sufficient amends, nor after the expiration of six months 
from the accrual of the cauge of suit or other proceeding. ■ 

Section, XXIX. No renter of exclusive privileges shall 
by virtue of such privilege be entitled, to levy any personal 
tax, ground rent, quit rent, tope rent or any tax payable by 
toddy drawers and not connected with the exclusive privi¬ 
lege of vending toddy. 

Section XXX. Any penalty or fine imposed under this 
Regulation may in case of non-payment be levied by dis¬ 
tress and sale of goods and chattels off the offender by 
warrant,under the hand of the Magistrate or Sub-Magistral® 
to whom such penalties or fines arb payable. 
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Section XXXI. In case such penalty or fine shall not 
be forthwith paid, the offender shall be apprehended and de¬ 
tained in safe custody until the return can be conveniently 
made to such warrant of distress, unless the offender shall 
give security to the satisfaction of the officer who issued the 
warrant for his appearance at such place and' time as shall 
be appointed for the return of the warrant of distress. 

Section XXXII. If, upon the return of such warrant, it 
, shall appear that no sufficient distress can be had whereon 
to levy such penalty or fine and the same shall not be 
forthwith paid, or in case it shall appear to the satisfaction 
of such officer, by the confession of the offender or otherwise, 
that he has not sufficient goods and chattels whereupon such 
penalty or fine could be levied, if a warrant of distress were 
issued, any such officer may by warrant under his hand 
commit the offender to the jail, there to be kept in simple 
imprisonment according to the discretion of such officer for 
any term not exceeding two calendar months when tjie 
amount of penalty or fine shall not exceed Rupees 50, for 
any term not exceeding 4 calendar months when the amount 
shall not exceed Rs. 100, and for any term not exceeding 
6 calendar months when the amount shall not exceed 
Rupees 200, for any term not exceeding one year when the 
amount shall not exceed Rupees 500, and for any term not 
exceeding two years in any other case; the commitment to 
be determinable in each of the cases aforesaid on payment 
of the amount. 

Sectinon XXXIII. Nothing in this Regulation shall be 
taken to interfere with the existing practices for which spe¬ 
cial provisions are not herein made. 

Section XXXIV. All offences under this Regulation shall 
in the first ihstance be triable by. the Sub-Magisthatos 
within whose territorial limits of jurisdiction they are com¬ 
mitted. In places where there 'are no Sub-Magistrates, the 
Magistrate within whose jurisdiction they are committed 
shall take up the case in the first instance. 

Section XXXV. A Sub-Magistrate under this Regu¬ 
lation is empowered to impose a fino or penalty not exceed¬ 
ing 50 Rs., and a Magistrate, the highest fine or penalty 
under this Regulation. 

Section XXXVI. Whenever in any case a Sub-Magis¬ 
trate shall be of opinion that the fine or penalty which, he is 
empowered to inflict will not be a sufficient punishment for 
the offence committed, he shall refer, the cj.se for the dis¬ 
posal of the Magistrate to whom he is subordinate. 

Section XXXVII. Appeals from the decisions of Sub- i 
Magistrates shall lie to Magistrates and appeals from the j 
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decisions of the latter shall lie only to the Dewan. The 
Dewan shall also have the power of revising the decisions of 
Magistrates and Sub-Magistrates. , . 

Section XXXVIII. Magistrates and Sub-Magistrates 
shall Iceep and forward to the Dewan such books, diaries,' 
&c, as he shall from time to time prescribe. 

Section XXXIX. This Regulation shall take effect from 
the 1st Cliingom 1055. V

REGULATION II. OE 1054. 

A Regulation to prevent thefts of Coffee, passed by IFis Highness 
the Maha Rajah of Travaucorc under date the It 1st Knrondiigoiu 1054, 
corresponding with the 14th August 1870. 

Whereas" it is expedient to make special provision to prevent thefts 
of Coffee and to repress and punish the offence of receiving or disposing 
of stolen Coifed in the neighbourhood of Coffee plantations or estates, 
We are pleased to enact as follows 

1. This Regulation shall 'take. effect -in such, districts or parte of 
districts or within such localities or limits and from such, elates as Our 
Dewan may from time to time direct by notification published in Our 
Government Gazette. The Dewan may from units to time modify or 
cancel such direction by notification similarly published. 

2. - in tins Regulation, 

“ Laborer” means and includes all persons (except resident mana¬ 
gers) temporarily or permanently employed, on a Coffee Estate in any 
capacity whether agricultural, menial, or otherwise howsoever. • 

“ Carrier” means and ineliides all persons for the time lining em¬ 
ployed in the transport of Coffee whether by porterage, pack animals, 
hoat, cart, or otherwise, and whether as contractors, drivers or othor- 


“ Coffee Estate ” moans and includes .any, land on which Coffee ii 

Coffee” m cans and includes all Coffee not roasted or otherwise 
prepared for immediate consumption. 

8. It shall not be lawful for any one to purchase, take in barter oi 
exchange, or receive Coffee from any laborer employed on a Coffee 
Estate. 


barter or exchange, or receiving such Coffee shall immediately there¬ 
upon enter or cause to bo entered in a book, to bo kept by hini f. u- that 
purpose, a true record of such tranaction specifying 

(a) the name, residence and occupation of the person' from whom 
such Coffee was so pTirchased, taken in barter or exchang ' ' 

•(b) the date of the transaction; and 
(c) The quantity and description of'tho Goff 
taken in barter or exchange, or received.

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Provided .that this section shall not apply to Coffee iiurehsscd, 
taken in barter or exchange, or received from any person other tlmn a 
laborer employed on a Coffee Estate and intended bonn juh for eon- 
smnption m the house or on the premises of the person 'purchasing, 
taking in barter or exchange, or receiving the same as aforesaid. 

5. All books required by section 4 to be kept by persons pur¬ 
chasing Coffee shall bo produced upon the requisition of any Magistrate 
or of any Sub-Magistrate or of any Police officer specially authorized by 
a Magistrate or Sub-Magistrate, to require the production of such books. 

(1. It shall not be lawful for any one to purchase, or take in barter 
or exchange Coffee from any carrier, or for any carrier to sell, or give 
in barter or excliango, any Coffee, unless the person so purchasing, or 
taking in barter or exchange such Ootlee shall, besides making the entry 
required by section 4 of this Regulation, also enter or cause to be 
entered in the book mentioned in the said section 4, the marls (if any) 
on the bjigs, or other packages-, in which such Coffee may be contained, 
and unless the entries required by tins section and liy the said section 
4 be also correctly signed by such carrier in his own name and attested 
by the Pxovorticaren, Millakaren, or Tannali Modclparo of the village 
within which the transaction takes place. 

7. Any person committing any breach of the provisions contained 
in section 3, 4, 5 or 6 of this Regulation shall he liable on conviction 
to pay a line not exceeding five hundred Rupees, or, in default of 
payment, to undergo simple imprisonment for a period not exceeding 

8. Any cooly, maistry, or other laborer, employer! on a Coffee 
Estate found with green gathered Coffee in his possession and failing 
to account satisfactorily for such possession, • shall be liable on convic¬ 
tion to pay a tine not exceeding five hundred Rupees, or in default, to 

I simple imprisonment not exceoding six months. 

0. No person shall carry or remove Coffee from any Coffee Estate, 
premises, or place, or upon any. road, highway, or footway, without 
the express permission of the owner or of his authorized agent. Such 
permission shall be ill writing dated and signed by the Baiil owner or 
i- his outhorizod agent and shall contain tiro following particulars:— 

(a) The quantity of the Coffee to bo carried or removed ; 

(b) The number,■description, and marks of the packages in which 
I such Coffee is- secured ; 

(c) The place or destination to which the Coffee is to be carried 
I or removed; and 

• •• (d) The names of the consignor and consignee. 

Any person committing any broach of the. provision of this section 
[ shall, on conviction, bo liable to pay a fine not exceeding five hundred 
Rupees, or, ill-default, to simple imprisonment not exceeding six 

10. No Coffee shall be gathered, moved, loaded, or unloaded, on 
any Coffee Estate between sunset and sunrise. Any person com¬ 
mitting a breach of this provision or abetting such breach shall on con¬ 
viction be liable to pay a fine not exceeding five hunched Rupees, or 
•in default, to simple imprisonment not exceeding six months. 

Provided that nothin'; in section 9 or in this section shall apply to 
the ordinary operations of curing the crop on the Estate, such as pulp¬ 
ing or storing. » 

XX. If it shall appear that such gathering, moving, loading or un¬ 
loading -was-for the purpose of committing a theft, the person or 
, persons so engaged shall be liable to be charged with theft,- or abet- 
I inent of theft, and be procoodecl against for such offence; 
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12. ■> Notwithstanding anything said to the contrary in anjr previous 
Regulation, a Magistrate convicting under this Regulation is hereby 
empowered to award to the full extent the penalties herein provided, 
and SuljrMagistrate, to inflict a fine not exceeding 60 Rupees, or in de¬ 
fault of payment, to direct simple imprisonment for a period not ex¬ 
ceeding two months. 

18. It shall he at the discretion of the Magistrate or Sub-Magistrate 
in the case of any persons, not being females, who shall be convicted of 
a second offence under section 8 of this ■ Regulation, to substitute or 
add corporal punishment under the provisions’of Regulation II of 1047 
or of any other law for the time being in force in that behalf, for or to 
the penalties provided by this Regulation. 

Provided that such substituted or additional punishment shall bo 
awarded only in respect of the offence itsolf and not us an alternative 
penalty for nonpayment of fine, 

14. It shall be competent to any Magistrate or Sub-Magistrate 
trying a case under this Regulation to grant a portion of the fines he 
levies therein as rewards to persons furnishing such information as 
may have led to the conviction of offenders.

EEGULATION III. OE 1051. 

A Regulation to remodel the constitution of the Sadr Court, passed 
by Ris Highness the Maha Rajah of Xravancoro under date the 32nd 
Karcadagoni 10B4, corresponding with tho 15th August 1875. 

Whereas it is expedient to remodel the constitution of the Sadr 
Court and to afford greater facilities for the transaction of businoss. We 
are pleased to enact as follows :— 

1. The Sadr Court shall consist of three Judges and a Pundit shall, 
as at present, ho attached to it. 

2. Two Judges shall, by turns, form a Bench. They are empower¬ 
ed to hear and decide.— 

(A) All Regular and Special Appeals where such Appeals lie ; 

(B) All Criminal cases where sentence of death or imprisonment 
for life is awardable. ' 

3. A single Judge of the Sadr Court is empowered; 

(A) To hear and decide Regular Appeals when tho value of tho 
Appeal is 700 Rupees or below: 

(B) To call for information from the Lower Courts as to any 
cases on their files -with a view to superintend their working or to cor¬ 
rect any error of law or practice. If the Judge finds on perusal of the 
records that general circulars should be issued to the Courts touching 
any error of law or practice, lie shall lay the matter before the whole. 
Court for disposal: 

(O) To transfer oaseB Civil or Criminal from one Court to another : 

He is also empowered to dispose of— 

(D) Appeals from the decisions of the Zillali Criminal Courts; 

(E) References made by Criminal Judges on their own motion or 
on the motion of the Magistrates under Regulation II. of 1047 ; 

(F) Small cause references; 

(G) Appeals from orders whether from the Civil or Criminal 
Courts; 

(H) Calendars in Criminal cases; 

(I) And all other matters not expressly provided for. • ' 
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4. A single Judge, exercising the powers under Section 3, can 
always reserve any question of law or practice for the opinion of an¬ 
other Judge or of the whole Court. 

5. In Criminal cases where the sentence awarded is more than 7 
years, the Prisoners can claim the right of being heard by two Judges. 

6. In all cases where the opinion of the single Judge is opposed to 
any former decision of the Court, whether composed of one Judge or 
more, he shall refer the point for the decision of the whole Court. 

7. In all cases where two Judges differ in opinion, they shall call 
in the third, and the opinion of the majority shall prevail. 

8. In cases where points of Hindu law are raised, the Court may 
consult the Pundit. 

9. The conduct of business in the Sadr Court shall he regulated hy 
the First Judge. 

10. Enquiries into the conduct of Judges and Munsifis subordinate to 
the Sadr Court, and the disposal of such cases, so far as they lie within 
their powers, and the determination of all questions under Sections 10, 
11 and 12 and the last clause of Section fti (relating to dismissal of 
YaJdls) of the Yakils’ Regulation, will rest with the whole Court. 

11. All other departmental matters shall be referred to and disposed 
of hy the First Judge. 

12. In the absence of the First Judge, his duties shall devolve on 
the next senior Judge. 

13. If one Judge is absent, the other Judges may sit separately 
and do the work done by a single Judge, or if necessary, form a Bench 
and do the work done by a Bench of two Judges. If there be a differ¬ 
ence of opinion the matter shall lie over till the return of the absent 

l£' Zillah Criminal Judges are empowered to try and dispose of all 
Criminal eases that may he committed to them, excepting those where 
the punishment awarded is death or life imprisonment. These cases 
shall be referred, as heretofore, to the Sadar Court who shall deal with 
them as they do now. In all other eases,.their sentence shall be final, 
.unless altered by the Sadar Court on appeal, or in the exercise of their 
powers of revision. 

15. In all cases of conviction hy the Zillah. Criminal Courts, the 
Prisoners may appeal to the Sadr Court. In cases of acquittal hy 
them, the Government may appeal. The Sadr Court may alter or re¬ 
verse the finding and sentence or order of the Criminal Court, and 
may enhance any punishment that has been awarded. 

16. All Courts exercising Criminal Jurisdiction will be hound, in 
cases of conviction, to furnish copies of sentence and Judgment to the 
Prisoner .within twenty-four hours of the passing of such sentence, and 
the fact shall he noted in the Diary. 

17. No sentence of whipping shall be carried out till the expiry of 
eight days from the passing of the sentence. If, in the meantime, the 
Prisoner affected hy it files an. appeal in the Court which passed the 
sentence, such appeal shall be forwarded to the Appellate Court and 
the execution of the sentence shall be stayed till the appeal is disposed 
of by that Court.

Postcards. 

Post-cards having anything hut the address written, '-printed or 
otherwise impressed on the front (or address) side, or having any paper 
or other arti.de attached to them, will be treated as letters. Post-cards 
may not be folded, cut, or otherwise altered, but the perforation of 
the stamps on post-cards with initials (for the prevention of theft?) is 
not objected to. 

- Boole and Pattern -Packets how to be packed. 

Book and Pattern Packets must be packed in “open covers.” By 
tins term are meant covers open at the ends so as to admit of a ready 
examination of the contents, and containing nothing closed against 
inspection. Book ; and Pattern Packets without covers are treated 
in the same way as those in open covers. 

Samples of seeds, drugs, and such like articles which cannot be 
sent in open covers,—but such articles only—may be posted enclosed 
in boxes or in bags of linen or of other material, fastened in such a 
manner that they may be easily opened, so as to enable the officers of 
tlio Post Office readily po satisfy themselves of the nature of the 
contents. 

In cases where the protection of an air-tight covering is necessary 
for the safe transmission of such samples, they may bo altogether 
closed, provided that the nature of the contents is certified on the 
cover under the full signature and address of the sender. ' 

Samples of cheroots may he sent in cases with perforated ends, 
provided that the perforations are large enough to admit of the 
contents being, distinguished, -and. provided that the nature of the 
contents is certifisd on tlio cover under the full signature and address 
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Content* of Booh and Pattern Packet*. 

A Book 'Packet may contain newspapers, paper, parchment or 
card-board, with or -without printing or wilting, also any legitimate 
binding, mounting, covering or other ordinary appurtenances of books 
or maps, also invoices, bills of landing, receipts, accounts, copies co- 
extracts of deeds, bank pass books, insurance documents, and business 
papers generally, provider), that them shall he m eommnnimfioit having 
the character oj an actual and personal comispondenee, unless such 
communication be wholly printed, lithographed, or papyrographod. 
Proof-sheets marked as such on the outside under the signature of the 
sender (even though they may bear manuscript corrections} shall lie 
reckoned as being “ wholly printed” within the meaning of this rule. 
Press manuscripts intended for publication (even though in the form 
and with the character of a personal correspondence) may be trans¬ 
mitted m a Book Packet, provided that the packet has on the outside, 
above the address, the superscription “ Press Manuscript,” and is 
addressed to the office of a newspaper. 

A Pattern Packet may contain only iio-u.i fide trade patterns or 
samples of merchamlisc, and may not exceed 40 tolas in weight or 
possess any saleable value. There must be no writing upun or in any 
Pattern Packet except the address of the person for whom it ja 
intended, the name and address of the sender, a trade mark or number, 
and the price of the articles. 

Sim of Booh and Pattern Packets. 

'No packet may exceed two feet in length or one foot in width 
or depth. 

Booh and Pattern Packets not fulfilling the prescribed conditions. 

Book or Pattern Packets not fulfilling the prescribed conditions 
will be forwarded charged with letter or parcel postage, whichever 
may be the least; if treated as parcels, any stamps affixed will be 
disregarded, so far as concerns prepayment of postage.

Acknowledgments for registered articles. 

The sender of a registered article will be furnished with, an 
acknowledgment signed by the addressee on payment of one anna for 
postage. When a sender desires an acknowledgment, he must give 
his name and full address at the time of registering the article, and 
prepay the acknowledgment postage by means of a stamp affixed to the 
article in addition to the postage and registration fee otherwise due.

If an article posted'at any Indian Post Office and addressed to

INSURANCE.

Registered 
letters and parcels may be insured for transmission by inland post for 
the actual value (by which is meant the whole actual value) of the 
contents. The actual value must be. certified on them by the sender. 

Inswramee Offices, Compensation, Ifc. 

The facility for insuring registered letters and parcels will be made 
. available at almost all Post Offices (see list of Post Offices as given in 
the Postal Guide, in which the fevy excepted offices beyond the Indian 
frontier are specially mentioned as exceptions). Insured articles 
cannot be posted at or delivered from Post Offices not included in the 
list above referred to, e. g., Native State Post Offices or Foreign Post 
Offices.

DIRECTIONS FOR VESSELS ARRIVING AT 
ALLEPPEY. 

1. The Commanders of Ships are requested on the arrival 
of their vessels to deliver into the Master Attendant's Office 
a true and complete Manifest of all the goods and Merchan¬ 
dise laden on board of their vessels. A form of the Mani¬ 
fest required will be furnished for their guidance on applica¬ 
tion, Previous to any Ship or Vessel having any transac¬ 
tion with the shore, the Pass Register, and every other cre¬ 
dential concerning their Ship or Vessel, must he delivered 
into the Master Attendant's Office. If the Ship or Vessel 
be in ballast, it is to be reported accordingly. 

_ 2. _ Goods landed, or attempted to be landed before the 
Ship is regularly entered, or which have not been entered in 
the Manifest, shall be charged double duty. The same is 
applicable to goods exported under similar circumstances. 

3. Applications for Port Clearances should be made be¬ 
tween 10 o’clock a. m, and 1 p, at. the day previous to sail¬ 
ing, to enable them, to be granted by 4 o’clock, after which 
hour none will, be given. Applicants for Port Clearances 
should furnish the Custom House with an Export Manifest 
of all Cargo shipped on board their Vessels from this Port, 
specifying the names of the Vessels and Commanders, sorts 
of goods, marks and numbers, quantity or weight, shipper’s 
and consignee’s names and the names of the Port or Ports 
bound to.

Shies 'bound to Alleppey, from any of the above men¬ 
tioned places in the S. W. Monsoon, should follow the 
directions given by Horsburg-h, for “ Ships bound from the 
Bay of Bengal, to Bombay, or other places to the westward, 
during the S. W. Monsoon.” * 

' Haying crossed the Equator well to the westward of the 
Maladive Islands (68°E.) a ship should steer North until in 
the Latitude of 9° 80' She should then run duo East for 
Alkppey, making an allowance for a 8 knot southerly cur¬ 
rent after passing the parallel of Kalpenny Island. 

Alleppey Flagstaff is in Latitude 9° 29' 48" N. and 
Longitude 76° 18' 45" E, by Lieut Selly of the Indian Navy 
measured from Bombay—the Trigonometrical Survey places 
it in Longitude 70° 23' E, The anchorage m the roads 
during the S. W: Monsoon is with the Light House from N. 
E. to. E. N.. E. in five or 6 fathoms, water. In the fair 
season from October to May, vessels may anchor in 3 or 4* 
fathoms with the Light House bearing E, by N.—the sound¬ 
ings are very regular, 

., Ships from Colombo or Tuticorin bound for Alleppey 
in the S. Jf. Monsoon should, on leaving- Colombo roads, be 
in good sailing trim, and have good sails bent and bo pre¬ 
pared to encounter bad weather. 

From Colombo roads, s ¥. N. Westerly course should 
be steered close hauled for the Coast of Tinnevelly. Should 
the .wind have sufficient southing in it, advantage should be 
taken of it to round Cape Comorin well to the southward. 
After rounding which, it often happens that a. Ship will carry 
the southerly wind all the way up the Coast, at all events, 
a ship which sails moderately well by the wind, after having 
• rounded Gape Comorin will always bo able to make the pas^ 
sage to Alleppey or Cochin in 8 or 10 days, there being 
oftem a favourable current along the Coast to the Northward 
with very often a slant of wind from the South, and a ship 
haying, good sail| bend and taking every advantage of the 
shifts of wind will be able to make a much better passage 
and with less wear and tear than by the Southern route. &

A large ship coming from the Northward ought not to j 
come under 7 fathoms if drawing much water, until the Flag- j 
staff or Light House bears to the Eastward of S, E,, as there | 
are some shoal patches with only 4 fathoms on, in shore of j 
these soundings. In like manner, vessels coining from the j 
Southward should attend carefully to the lead when, in with j 
the land, and not come under 13 fathoms off Qnilon, which 
is the depth close to this dangerous reef; to the Northward j 
of Quilon reef, the Coast may be approached to 7 fathoms. i 

Alleppey may be known from the offing by its Light 
House erected close to the Flagstaff, the light from, which 
was first exhibited on the night of the 28th March 1862. 
The light is of the holopkotal description, and is kept burn¬ 
ing every night, from the departure of day light to the return 
of the same in the morning. It is revolving, producing a 
bright flash once in every minute and is visible in ordinary 
weather 20 miles. 

Ships may procure water from a well at the beach, and 
good vegetables and fruits can also be obtained generally in 
abundance. Fish is plentiful, .and of the best description 
and variety, and other supplies equally abundant. 

• In the N. E. Monsoon or fair season from November to 
April the Weather is favourable for proceeding to or froii 
Colombo. The N. E. Monsoon sets in about the end of 
October or beginning of November, generally with thunder, 
lightning and heavy rain from the land for a few evenings— 
by the end of November the Weather is fine, 'with regular 
land and sea breezes all along the Malabar Coast. The land 
wind off Quilon. blows with considerable force usually setting 
in about 10 i*. M. continuing during the night and up to 10 or 
11 a. m. when it dies away,-and is followed by the sea breeze, 
from W. to N. W. veering to north until the evening. 

Kjjnnyacoomabee or Cape Oomobin by the great Trigo¬ 
nometrical Survey is in Lat. 8° 4' N. Long. 77° 36' 45" E. 
Lieuts. Hethersay, Powel and Sel'ly, late Indian Navy and 
Mr. Franklin R. N., place it 4 miles further westward viz: 
77° 32'30" E. It is high water at the Cape on fall and 
change 0/3Q p. m. The Cape is low, to the S. E. of the Point 
and within a mile of it, is a high Kook wifi, two others ad¬ 
joining on .which the sea breaks. Near the Point to the 
Westward is a. Pagoda and a little to the Westward of it is 
the Residency Bungalow. About 4 miles N. W. | N. from 
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the Cape stands a high Conical Hill, which is the first land 
seen in coming from the Southward, and is the most 
Southern of the Ghaut Mountains. The Coast is safe to ap¬ 
proach to 3 0 fathoms. There is generally a high surf break, 
ing along the Beach but in coasting along, it is better not 
to come under 22 fathoms which is the depth about 5 miles 
off shore particularly during the night and when in the vici¬ 
nity of the Crocodile Rock. 

West a little northerly from Cape Comorin distance 16 
miles, lies the Crocodile llock upon which the sea does not 
always break being covered at high water—it has 16 and 17 
fathoms closo to. 

Cdddhaputhom Point bears from the Rock N. E. f N. 
distance 2f miles. Adunda Islet on the same bearing, ais-' 
tance 1J miles and Kotah Islet N. by W. J W. a little over 
If miles. There is a safe passage between the Crocodile 
Rock and these Islets, by keeping rather closer to the Cro¬ 
codile. There is also a passage between these Islets and Cud- 
deaputnum Point, but a good look out should be kept from 
the masthead in passing through either, as the Crocodile 
and the dangers in the inner passage cannot be seen from 
the deck at high water. The Crocodile is in Lat. 8° o' 80" 
N. Long. 77° 16' 20" B. Cuddeaputnum Point is steep and 
like the neighbouring shore 1ms a red appearance. A light 
is now exhibited from the point on a square built masonry 
tower. 

Coiachil or Colachbl Toray five miles N. W. from 
Cuddeaputnum Point is the rising Port of Colachel; there is 
a Church and a Flagstaff on the beach, Lat. 8° 10' 45" N. 
Long. IT 13' 80" E. The anchorage in the roads is in from 
8 to 8| fathoms. Pour small Islets hear the beach afford shelter 
to the cargo boats shipping Coffee or other produce, a ship 
therefore, callinp- here to load, should anchor to leeward, so 
as to give the boats the greatest facility for reaching the ship 
with their cargo dry. A Buoy marks a rock on which one 
of the Steamers swung shortly after coming to an anchor, to 
load coffee in 1873, but it is inside the foul ground line as 
laid down iu Capt. Selby's chart of this coast and it is the 
latest survey 1850 and:51. It is possible that steamers could 
find a safe anchorage inside of the rocks above water off this 
i Port. This could be easily ascertained by having the ground 
carefully swept in order to ascertain whether there is . foul 
ground inside of them, and in the passage North of them, al- 
S so if a safe entrance is to be found to the southward of them. 
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If the examination is favourable and there is sufficient room 
for a Steamer to swing round when inside, the advantage to 
Government and all concerned will be complete. The gap 
between the two rooks- could at little cost be filled up with 
Beaton if necessary. If there should not be room to swing, 
the ground being otherwise free of rocks, it would only be a 
question of moorings head and stern. Ships’ Boats should 
never attempt to land on any part of the Coast from Cape 
Comorin up to Quilon, as there is at all times a heavy surf 
on the Beach. 

Tencaputnum— About 5 miles N. W. by W, from Cola- 
chel is the town of Tengap&tnum Lat. -8° 13' 30" Long. 77° 
10' E. Off the mouth of the river (south of it) is the Island 
of Inniyelpan-par or Eniam having a church and other build¬ 
ings on ii>—there are 5 other Islets with rocks above and 
under water near to it. The river is navigable for boats in 
the rainy season from June to October for some distance in¬ 
land. A considerable trade, principally in saltfish, is carried 
on from this place and other villages along the Coast with 
Ceylon. 

Gov alum or Kurm Poiht in the charts, is higher than 
the adjoining low land, from which it runs up terminating in 
a high Bluff. .There is a small Bungalow on the top of it 
which may be-seen in passing. The Coast between Tenga- 
patnum and this is bold to approach having 18 to 20 fa¬ 
thoms 2 miles off shore. 

Tkevaupbum or Teeroovanantapooeuh. The seat of the 
Government and Capital of the Kingdom of Travaneore is 
about miles East from Shunggoomoogum on the sea 
Beach. The Port cannot be seen from the sea, but a Flag¬ 
staff * stands abont the centre of it opposite the palace, an¬ 
other further to N. E. is at the British Residency; on a Hill 
to the North of the Port stands the Observatory and can be 
distinctly made out in passing by its three Domes. Very few 
public dbservateries in Europe have been so well. found in 
Instruments and all by the most celebrated makers. It is 
in Lat. 8’ 80' 85" N. and Long. 77° E. The country aronnd 
is extremely beautiful and variegated. East from Trevan- 
drum about 7 miles is a remarkable round Conical Hill called 
N.aravmi, or Bringal Hill in the charts, and forms a good mark 
for this part of the coast being easily distinguished from the 
other hills laying like it, between the Ghaujs and the Coast. 
The Ghants hare are very high rising over 6,000 feet. 


* : Since destroyed by lightning. 
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Ajtjesqo or Unchee Tthkel. The Fort is Lat. 8° 39 
40" N. and Long. 76° 43' 15" E.—once a place of consider¬ 
able importance and the earliest settlement of the late 
Hon'ble East India Company on the Malabar Coast. Orme 
the Historian ' was born here, and here resided Elizabeth 
Drapper to whom Stern addressed his letter to Eliza. The 
'first British Resident to the Court of Travancore, John Tol¬ 
ler, died and was buried here in 1777. The Fort was deserted 
some time prior to. the commencement of the present century, 
the lower mast of the old Flagstaff still stands on the North ' 
Western angle of the Fort, 'ihe town is to the North of it, 
and a large Roman Catholic Church with some ancient 
monuments principally Dutch ; but the place has a forsaken 
appearance. It is not easily distinguished from the offing, 
being hid by oocoanut trees. There is generally a heavy surf 
rolling in on the shore, and the place offers no inducement 
for a ship to anchor, fresh water not being procurable, and 
’the anchorage inside of 10 fathoms foul and rocky. 

Wdektjlla. Immediately to the North of the Anjengo 
River rises the Wurkulla Cliff to about 200 . feet, exteuding 
along the Coast to the Northward 6 miles. From thence- 
an inland navigable water communication extends by means 
of canals, the large estuaries at Quilon, Alleppey and Cochin, 
up to Chowghaut, a distance of over ISO miles, and at a 
trifling cost could be made so to the Madras Railway Station 
: at Tiroor 18 miles distant; as during the S. W. Monsoon 
carso boats go to that point on.the- Madras Railway. The 
Wurknlk Cliffs are now being tunnelled through, and will, 
when completed, connect this water communication with 
Trevandrum from whence there is a canal to Wurkulla, being 
for the most part a natural Backwater and separated from 
the sea by a sand bank varying from a few yards to 5 miles 
in breadth, and upon which all the Sea Port Towns of the 
Coast are situated. The estuaries too, carry considerable 
depths throughout and in many parts reach far inland, into' 
which all the waftershed of the country ia received and the 
rivers being more or less navigable for considerable distan¬ 
ces inland. Travancore has thus rare natural facilities to 
the developement ol her wealth and oommerce which few 
other countries possess, .and no system of Railways could 
attain to. : 

Quae:;. The Flagstaff in Lat. 8° 53' SO" N. Long. “6° 
86'E. by Lieut. Taylor I. N., a place of considerable im¬ 
portance in the time of the Portuguese and Dutch, and j 




also during tlie Honorable East India Go’s Government of 
India. A considerable Military force was kept up liere 
until 1S32, when the station was reduced to one Regiment. 
It exported a considerable quantity of cloth and Indigo, but 
this branch, of industry, and the general trade of the place 
has much fallen off. The point near the Flagstaff runs out, 
a little in the sea, and is higher than the Coast: North and 
South, of it. Three quarters of a mile S, E. of the point is a 
reef with 4 fathoms close to. The anchorage is with the ! 
Flagstaff N. to N. by E. in 8 or • 10 fathoms, small vessels 
anchor further in the S. E. of the. Flagstaff and reef in 5 
fathoms. 

Great caution is necessary in approaching this part of 
the coast, as an extensive reef and detached rocks stretch 
from the South of the point 8 miles to seaward and 7 miles 
North to Ivcker or Ibic River. A ship therefore in passiug 
or working along the coast should keep the lead going, and 
not come under 12 fathoms, as that is the depth close to 
this dangerous reef. With a fair wind and not. bound to 
any part of tlie coast, 22 to 23 fathoms would be prudent 
soundings to preserve from Cape Comorin'to the North of 
the Quiion reef, as these soundings will carry a ship well’ 
clear of the Crocodile Rock. Alight house is being built 
on Oadea Patnum Point to mark the vicinity of the Crocodile 
danger, but “tko Lead, Latitude and Look out’ ; should 
never be relaxed, particularly in the vicinity of dangers and 
when standing in for the land. 

The ship “Lady Hodglcinson ” from England bound to 
Bombay with Troops, and a valuable cargo, on the forenoon 
of the 22nd of December 1858 (the finest month in tlie year) 
while standing along shore to the Northward with the land 
wind and smooth water, ran on the inside of the Quiion Reef 
and became a total Wreck. It was said a leadsman was in 
the chains, if so, the lead muse have been over-hove, as the 
ship was not more than 800 yards from the shore and for 
sometime in little more than her own draft of water. • . 

The- coast from Ivika River North to Alleppey is fringed 
with cocoanut trees and is safe to approach to 7 and 8 fa¬ 
thoms S or 4 miles off shore. ■ 

PoBCAtJi'. Porcaut and in the old charts Porcaisin Lat, 
9° 21' 25" N. Long.,7(3° 23 ! E was a plaoe«of considerable 
importance in the time of the Portuguese and afterwards of 
the Dutch, The factory Was ; Washed away by the sea in 
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1742, a canal running with a few yards of the beach con¬ 
nects the place with the Backwater. Off this place, is the 
present southern limit of the remarkable smooth water for 
which Alleppey has been so long celebrated. Indications 
of shifting its locality continue, as the smooth water spot 
about 3 miles to the North of Alleppey appears to be increas¬ 
ing. The change will not, however, be so sudden as not to 
admit of ample notice being transmitted to Navigators and 
all interested in the trade of the coast. 

Chetticaud, a village 3i miles Forth from Alleppey 
Lat. 91 S3' 83" North Long. 76° 23' 10" East, is at the 
Southern limit of an extent of smooth water which has been 
observed forming for the past five Monsoons, presenting 
the same general features'as that now at Porcaud. To the. 
Northward and Westward of the village, the sea breakes in 
5 to 6 fathoms m shore of which it is calm with a soft 
bottom. From a remote period, Alleppey has been known 
to Navigators as a natural harbour of refuge, and the follow¬ 
ing account of it is extracted from Penkerton’s East Indies. 
“ Capt. Cope says ‘ Mud Bay is a place that I believe few 
* can parallel in the world. It lies on the shore of St. 

1 Andrea about half a league out in the sea, and is open to 
‘ the wide ocean, and has neither Island nor Bank to .break 
‘ off the force of the billows, which come rolling with great 
‘ violence in all other parts of the Coast, 'in the South West 
‘ Monsoon, but on the Bank of Mud, lose themselves in a 
‘ moment, and ships lie on it as secure as in'the best harbour 
‘ without motion or disturbance.” 

The centre of this smooth water anchorage, is now 6 
miles to the South of the Light House, and the following 
directions are published for the guidance of Majiners seek¬ 
ing shelter in that safe anchorage. 

The anchorage is marked by a Bed Buoy in 4 J Fathoms 
low water spring tides. 

This buoy is removed on the 1st November every year 
and replaced during May. 

Ships running for the anchorage should, after sighting 
the Buoy, keep along in 7 fathoms until it bears well to the 
Eastward, when they can run in and anchor to leeward either 
to the westward or in shore of it, in 5 or 3 fathoms of water, 
taking care to give the moorings of the Buoy .a clear berth. 

During heavy gales in the S, W, Monsoon the sea 
breaks in t>4 fathoms West of the Buoy; inside of this, it 
is at once calm. <■ The bottom is soft mud and the soundings 
very even and regular. A quarter of a mile inside the Buoy 
there is four, gradually shoaling to three, two and one fa¬ 
thoms 60 yards from the Beach, 




In coming to an anchor the Officer in charge should 
see that the anchor is clear and the chain stopped up clear 
of the stock, and to let go only after the ship has gathered 
good stem way. If the ship has put in distress, or is to 
remain any time, the whole cable should be given. 


Severe gales of wind are liable to happen on the Coast 
ill April, May and June, also in October and November; a 
careful attention to the Barometer, particularly if the maxi¬ 
mum and minimum pressure be daily registered, will always 
give sufficient warning of the approach of these storms, to 
enable Bhips on the Coast or in Cochin roads to seek shelter 
at Narakal or on the Mud Bank 6§- miles south of Alleppey. 
The S. W.’MonBoon sets in at Alleppey generally in the 
beginning of June from N.W. and blows with great violence 
attended with thunder and lightning and rain. Nor some 
years back the Monsoons have not been so regular and less 
rain has fallen than usual probably from the large tracts of 
forests felled and immense grass fires. 

The maximum height of the Barometer at Alleppey 
occurs at 9-40 A. m. and r. m, and the minimum at 4 a, m. 
and4j-40p.il. 

The general direction of the Wind during the S, W. 
Monsoon at Alleppey is from W. N. W. to N, W.

Buies far'the better Regulation of Boat service at the Ports 
of Colachel and Quilon sanctioned by His Highness the 
Haha Rajah under date the 


1. An Officer to be styled “ Boat Master ” sliall have 
control over all Boats and Crews plying in tho Port. 

g. For the purposes of carrying out these Rales and for 
those purposes only, the Boat Master shall exercise the 
powers-of a Sub-Magistrate. 

3. Where breaches of these Rules require a higher 
punishment than is awardable by a Sub-Magistrate, such 
cases shall be referred to the Magistrate for disposal. 

4. From and after the no boat shall be 

permitted to carry goods or passengers from or to. any ship 
or vessel at the Port, unless such boat has been registered 
and numbered, and the owner has taken out a license in the 
manner hereinafter mentioned. 

5. If any person who has not registered and numbered 
his boat, or taken out a license shall use a boat for the 
aforesaid purpose, such person shall on conviction, be liable 
to a fine not exceeding 50. Its. or in default of payment’ to 
imprisonment not exceeding 90 days. 

6. Whenever the owner of any boat wishes to take out 
a license he shall present in person to the Boat Master an 
application in writing specifying the dimensions of his boat, 
the nutnber of the crew and the quantity of cargo or number 
of passengers it is to be permitted to cany. 1. 

7. The Boat Master shall on receipt of such application, 
inspect the boat, and on being satisfied that it is seaworthy, 
he shall call upon the owner to sign a declaration that he 
comprehends and consents to conform to these rules. He 

• : shall then register the boat according to form (A) annexed. 

8. A fee of 2 Rupees shall be paid foi registering every 
' ■ ''boat.: 

9. TV. is owner of every registered boat shall have granted 
to him a license according to form (B) annexed. 





10. Every registered boat 'shall bear on a conspicuous 
part of it, the number mentioned in tho register. The 
number shall be cut on a white ground not less than 6 inches 
in length and shall he painted black in English and Malaya- 
lum. And if any owner should refuse to keep out and 
painted such number or should hide or obliterate • it, such 
owner shall on conviction, be liable to a fine not exceeding 
25 Rupees or in default of payment to imprisonment not 
exceeding 45 days. 

11. If any person who is not the boat owner shall be 
guilty, of or assist in, altering or erasing the number, he 
shall on conviction, be liable to a fine not exceeding 25 Rs. 
or in default of payment, to imprisonment not exceeding 45 
days. If any person fraudulently paint or cause to be 
painted or counterfeited upon any boat, not having been 
duly registered, any number, every such person shall on 
conviction be liable to a fine not exceeding 50 Rupees, or 
in default of payment, to imprisonment for a term not ex¬ 
ceeding 90 days and every such boat shall be confiscated. 

12. The boats required forlanding or shipping cargo or 

passengers shall on application be supplied by the Boat 
Master. ■ 

13. All boat hire for landing or shipping cargo or pas¬ 
sengers, shall be paid in advance according to the rates 
riven in the annexed schedule (C) which may be revised 
from time to time under sanction of the Dewan. 

. 14., The ordinary hours for boats to ply will be between 
5 a. si-, and 6 1>. m; 

15. Ho boat will be permitted to take off or land goods 
or passengers except within the prescribed limits of the 
Port, And any boatman or owner taking 0 ff or landing, 
goods or passengers beyondnuch limits shall on conviction, 
be liable to a fine not exceeding 25 Rupees, or in default of 
payment to imprisonment not exceeding 45 days. 

16, Two-thirds of the measurement tonnage of each 
boat shall be the maximum quantity of cargo it shall carry. 
And the number of passengers it shall take in shall be ac~ 

i cording to the following scale. Boats carrying one to two 
tons, 6 Europeans or 8 Natives. Boats carrying over two 
tons for every ton ’in excess 4 Europeans or 5 Natives, 
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And if any boat be loaded with passengers or cargo beyond 
what is specified above, the Tindal of such boat shall be 
liable to a fine not exceeding 5 Rupees, or in default of pay¬ 
ment to imprisonment not exceeding 8 days and every 
other person who shall be guilty either as principal or ac¬ 
cessory of the like .oflenoe after having been duly warned by 
the Tindal shall be liable, on conviction, to a fine of. 10 
Rupees or in default of payment, to 16 days’ imprisonment 
for every surplus passenger or candy of goods. 

.17. Each boat shall have the full complement of rowers 
entered in the Boat Master’s Office. Boats loaded with two 
tons and under shall have one steersman and 4 rowers. 
Boats carrying over two tons for every ton in' excess one 
additional rower and any owner allowing his boat to ply 
without the regulated complement of men will be liable to 
a fine not exceeding 2-5 Rupees, or in default of payment to 
imprisonment not exceeding’ 45 days. 

There shall be a general descriptive Register (form 
D) kept of all competent Tindals and able bodied rowers 
who are registered as crews of boats, and each Tindal or 
rower shall be furnished by the Boat Master with a metal 
plate bearing his Wo. in the general register which metal 
plate shall be produced whenever demanded. 

19. And if any boatman serving in any such licensed 
boat shall by wilful neglect, refusal, or desertion of duty, 
cause impediment to the service of such boat, lie shall be 
liable on conviction, to a fine not exceeding 10 Rupees or, 
in default of payment, to imprisonment not exceeding 16 
days or in aggravated cases to corporal punishment not ex¬ 
ceeding 12 lashes and for a repetition of the offence, or if in 
any case life may have been endangered he shall be liable to 
receive such increased punishment as the nature of the 
offence may. warrant. 

20. All boats shall carry such number of passengers or 
such quantity of cargo as has been specified in Rule 16; 
any refusal to take such passengers or cargo will subject 
the owner to loss of hire and suspension of License. 

21. All owners of boats shall submit their boats to the 
inspection of the Boat Master, whenever he calls upon them 
to do so; and they shall likewise carry out such repairs to 
the boats as may be ordered; any refusal to attend to such 
order shall subject the owner to the suspension of his Li¬ 
cense which will be entirely withdrawn should such refusal 
be continued for one month. 



22. Whenever a boat becomes unseaworthy, the License 
will be withdrawn. 

23. Whenever a License is withdrawn, the Boat Master 
shall obliterate the number. 

24. Should the cargo be damaged by the carelessness 
of the boat owners or of the men employed by them, the 
owners shall be held responsible for the cargo so damaged 
and likewise for any plunder or theft of the cargo during 
transit. If goods be damaged by surf in spite of all dili¬ 
gence on the part of the crew, the owners of goods shall hear 
the loss. 

25. For goods damaged by rain, the boat owners shall 
not be held responsible. Merchants or owners of goods 
shall provide tarpaulins when necessary. 

26. All disputes regarding boat hire or any other matter 
connected with the boat service between shippers or ®as- 
sangers, bnd boat owners or boatmen shall be decided by 
the Boat Master. 

27., Transfer of boat from one owner to another shall be 
duly registered in the Boat Master’s Office within one week 
of such transfer, in default, the original owner shall be liable 
to a fine not exceeding 10 Rupees or in default of payment 
to imprisonment not exceeding 16 days. 

28. Boat owners refusing to let on hire boats for which 
Licenses have been granted, or allowing their men to ply 
boats beyond the prescribed time, or landing or shipping 
cargo without the Boat Master’s permission, or otherwise 
failing to conform to: above rules, shall on conviction, be 
liable to a fine not exceeding 50 Rupees or in default, to 
imprisonment not exceeding three months. 

29. The boats shall be so told off for work from day to 
day, as to prevent undue advantage to the owners of some 
and undue loss to the owners of others. 

30. The above rules shall be considered applicable to 
catamarans also. 

■31 The above rules are not to be considered to interfere 
with ships’boats or pleasure boats taking off or landing 
passengers or their baggage or ships’ stores all of which 
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! however must be embarked or debarked within the limits 
j of the Port and also during the prescribed hours only. 

82. Should the owner of a registered Boat desire the 
cancelment of the Registration he shall give a month’s 
notice in writing to the Boat Master who shall on the ex¬ 
piry of the term cause the Register number to be obliterated 
and enter cancelment in the.Register Book.

or passengers except within the preseribed limits of the Port. 
And any boatman, or owner taking off or .landing goods or 
passengers beyond Slick limits shall, on conviction, be liable, 
to a fine not exceeding 25 Rupees or in default of payment 
to imprisonment not exceeding 45 days. - : 

18. Two-thirds of the measurement tonnage of each boat 
shall be the maximum quantity of cargo it shall carry. And 
the number of passengers it shall take in shall be according 
to the following scale. 

Boats carryial' one to two tons, 6 Europeans Or 8 Natives. 

Boats carrying over vwq tons, for every ton in excess, 4 
Europeans or 5 Natives. 

And if any boat be loaded with passengafs or cargo be- . 
yond what is specified above, the Tindal of such boat shall 
be liable to a lino not exceeding 5 Rupees,; or in default of 
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payment to 8 days’ imprisonment; and every other person 
who shall be guilty either as principal or accessory of the 
like offence, after having been duly warned .by the Tindal 
shall be liable on conviction to a fine of 10 Rupees or in 
default of payment to 16 days’ imprisonment for every sur¬ 
plus passenger or candy of goods. 

19. Each boat shall have the full complement of rowers 
entered in the Master Attendant’s Office. Boats loaded 
with two tons and under shall have one steersman and 4 
rowers. Boats carrying over two tons for every ton in ex¬ 
cess one additional rower. And any owner allowing his 
boat to ply without the regulated complement of men will 
he liable to a fine not exceeding 25 Rupees or in default of 
payment to imprisonment not exceeding 45 days. 

20. There shall be a general descriptive Register (form 
D.) kept of all competent Tin dais and able-bodied rowers 
■who are registered as crews of Boats and each Tindal or 
rower shall be furnished by the Master Attendant with a 
metal plate bearing his No. in the general Register which 
metal plate shall be produced, whenever demanded. 

21. And if any boatman serving in any such licensed boat 
shall by wilful neglect, refusal or desertion of duty, cause im¬ 
pediment to the service of such boat he shall be liable on con¬ 
viction to a fine not exceeding 10 Rupees or in' default of 
payment to. 16 days’ imprisonment, or in aggravated cases 
to corporal punishment not exceeding 12 lashes; and for a 
repetition of the offence or if in aiiy case life may have been 
endangered, he shall he liable to receive such increased 
punishment as the nature of the offence may warrant. 

, 22. All boats shall carry such number of passengers or 

5 such quantity of cargo as has been specified in Rule 18. 
j Any refusal to take such passengers or cargo will subject 
| the owner to loss of hire, and suspension of license. 

! i 23. All owners of boats shall submit their boats to the 
j inspection of the Master Attendant or the Boat Master, 
j whenever he calls upon them to do so; and they shall like¬ 
wise Carry out such repairs to the boats as may be ordered. 
Any refusal to attend to such order shall subject the owner 
to the suspension of his license which wifi H entirely with¬ 
drawn should .such refusal be continued for one month. 

24. Whenever a boat becomes unseaworthy the license 
will,bp withdrawn. 

25. Whenever a license is withdrawn, the Master Atten¬ 
dant or Boat Master shall obliterate the number. 
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26. Should the cargo be damaged by the carelessness of 
the boat owners or of the 111611 employed by them, the 
owners shall be held responsible for the cargo so damaged, 
and likewise for any plunder or theft of the eargo during 
transit. If goods be damaged by surf in spite of all diligence 
on the part of the crew, the owners of goods shah bear the 

27. For goods damaged by rain boat owners shall not 
be held responsible. Merchants or owners of goods shall 
provide turpanlins when necessary. 

28. All disputes regarding boat hire or any other matter 
connected with the Boat service between shippers or pas¬ 
sengers, .and boat owners or boat men shall be decided by 
the Boat Master or in particular cases by the Master Atten¬ 
dant whose adjudgment shall he final. 

29. Transfer of boat from one owner to another shall be 
duly registered in the Master Attendant's Office within one 
week of such transfer, in default, the original owner shall be 
liable to a penalty not exceeding 10 Rupees. 

80. Boat owners refusing to let on hire boats for which 
licenses have been granted, or allowing their men to ply 
boats beyond the prescribed limits or time, or landing or 
shipping cargo without the Boat Master’s permission, or 
otherwise failing to conform to the above rules, shall on 
conviction be liable to a fine not exceeding 50 Rupees, in 
default, to imprisonment not exceeding 3 months. 

31. The boats shall be so told off for work from day to 
day as to prevent undue advantage to the owners of some 
and undue loss to the owners of others. 

32. The above rules shall be considered applicable to 
Catamarans and Canoes also. 

33. The above rules are not to be considered to interfere 
with Ship’s Boats or Pleasure Boats taking off or landing 
passengers or their baggage, or Ship’s Stores, all of which 
must be embarked or debarked within the limits of the Port 
and also during the prescribed hours only. 

34 All Boat owners shall have their Boats inspected and 
registered as rd|uired by the above Rules within the 20th 
Instant.

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Rules for the Conservanoy and Sanitation of the Town of 
Trevnndrum, Sanctioned by His Highness the 
Maha Rajah uniter date the.Uth Alpasi 10.53. 
corresponding with the ‘26th October 1877. 

1. The limits of the Town in which these Rules shall 
have force will be clearly defined at first and from time to 
time afterwards, when it may be found necessary to enlarge 
or contract it. 

2. ,Soureo of ■water- supply andpubUe bathing places. All 
rivers, streams, tanks, canals, wells, springs which are ge¬ 
nerally resorted to for bathing or drawing water from, shall, 
from such date as may be proclaimed, be considered as 
placed under the control and inspection of the Government 
Conservancy Officer and his staff whose duty will be in 
respect, of these to prevent their pollution hy washing there¬ 
in or in such portion thereof as may have been forbidden, 
soiled clothes or rags other than those worn by people at the 
time of bathing, cooking vessels or cattle of any kind, or 
soaking therein timber, husks or other materials, tending to 
destroy the purity of the water or throwing or mixing 
therein any dirt or substances having the same injurious 
effect on the water. 

Sources of water supply shall be specified and marked out 
to meet the requirements of washing clothes and animals. 
Appendix A. 

3. The public thoroughfares within the Town including 
all main and minor roads, all streets and lanes which are 
not private property shall be similarly considered as placed 
under the control and inspection of the Government Conser¬ 
vancy officer whose duty it will be to enforce cleanliness and 
to prevent and remove all obstructions or inconvenience to 
traffic and'passengers using them in the way of encroach¬ 
ments on the roadway by the erection of temporary sheds, 
pan dais, Ac., without due permission had or by allowing 
carts or other vehicles to remain, or by picketing cattle 
thereon unnecessarily.. 

4. The Conservancy officer shall cause a sufficient num¬ 
ber of moveable or fixed dust boxes or other receptacles to 
be placed in convenient situations in' streets and crowded 
places and shall require the occupiers of houses to cause all 
dust and rubbish to be deposited daily therein whence it 
shall be removed and earned away in the "scavenging carts 
belonging to the Conservancy establishment to places that 
shall be selected by " the Conservancy officer from time to 
.time with the permission of the Government. 





5. Permission for the erection of temporary sheds for 
marriage or other purposes where such can be allowed with¬ 
out inconvenience to the public will be grauted on applica¬ 
tion to the Government Conservancy officer. Appendix B. 

6. Markets and Bazaars including open' spaces where 
fairs are or may be held, shall also be under the control, 
inspection and regulation of the Government Conservancy 
officer, whose duty in respect of these shall be, first., to en¬ 
force perfect' cleanliness and order,- secondly to prevent 
vegetables or meat unfit for human consumption being ex¬ 
posed for sale. 

7. Public latrines (when built or enclosed) and such 
othc-r places as may be assigned for the purpose shall also 
be under the exclusive control of the Conservancy officer. 

8. Private privies and bnchjards. He shall in this con¬ 
nection have also power to inspect privies and backyards of 
private dwellings and enforce cleanliness in them. Ap- 
endix C. 

9. Cart stands, cattle pens and stables owned by private 
parties shall similarly be. under the control and regulation 
ol the Government Conservancy officer who shall have power 
to enforce cleanliness and order and to remove therefrom 
cattle suffering from insfectious diseases. , But when the 
Government is the owner, the Conservancy officer shall have 
access to the places and suggest to the officer in charge the 
enforcement of sanitary rules. If they are not acted upon 
he shall report the same to the Government. 

10. No burial or burning ground whether public or 
private shall be made or formed on or after the date on 
which these rules come into force without the permission of 
the Government. The existing burning and burial grounds 
shall be open to the inspection and control of the Conser¬ 
vancy officer and subject to the Conservancy rules. But in 
regard to cemeteries Attached to churches and mosques, the 
Conservancy officer shall when he deems it necessary to 
inspect them, Have access to them with the permission of 
the priest or minister in charge and suggest the sanitary 
improvements prescribed by, the rules. Should access be 
refused or the suggestion not acted upon, the Conservancy 
officer shall report the Same to the local Magistrate. 

11. All occupations of a dangerous kind such as the 
making of gunpowder, firework, and premises whereon they 
of chunam kilns or smiths’ 1 forges are set up, shall be under 
the control of the Government Conservancy 1 officer. 



12. Stray Cattle. It will also be tie duty of tlie Con¬ 
servancy officer to keep tlie thoroughfares and streets clear 
of stray cattle, by causing -them to be .removed to and 
detained in pounds (which will be established for the purpose) 
till released on payment of the prescribed fines by the 
owners or sold as unclaimed property. 

13. Miscellaneous. It shall also be the duty of the Con¬ 
servancy officer 

(a) To prevent indecent exposure of the person in tho 
vicinity of thoroughfares for purposes of calls of nature. 

'(b) To prevent persons who may be afflicted with 
blindness or loathsome disease squatting on the sides of 
thoroughfares for purposes of begging. 

(c) To prevent carriages being driven during darkness 
without light. 

(d) To prevent cattle being left tethered in the vici¬ 
nity of roads so as to cause 1 danger to passing conveyances. 

(e) To prevent carts and carriages being divert by 
persons too young or top old or otherwise incompetent. 

(f) To enforce the speedy, removal of carcases from 
roads or from private premises 

(g) To prevent glandered horses or any animals suffer¬ 
ing from any loathsome or infections diseases or any sub¬ 
stances of offensive smell such as putrid fish being taken 
into a market, fair or other place of public resort or through 
any public thoroughfare. 

14. Any violation of the said rules, will, on the same be¬ 
ing proved, be punished by the Magistracy with fines not 
exceeding Rupees 10 or in default of fine with simple impri¬ 
sonment not exceeding 30 days. 

15. The OonServancy officer may prosecute, .directly or 
through his subordinates before any competent Magistrate, 
any persons violating - the foregoing rules within 3 months 
next after the commission of such, offences.

The limits of the Town where the Eules for Conservanpv 
and sanitation are intended to operate will at present be 
conterminous with the limits of the local jurisdiction of the 
Town Sub-Magistrate and the interior of the Fort. The buri¬ 
al ground on the beach is also included in the jurisdiction. 

The Town shall, for the purpose of Conservancy arrange¬ 
ments, be divided into 5 divisions, namely, the Port Division, 
the Challay Division, the Tycaud Division, the Pettah Divi¬ 
sion, and the Sreevarahom Division.

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Notification Prohibiting the shooting of Elephants. 


Under sanction of His Highness the Maha Rajah, jt is 
her eby notified to all concerned, that the Travan core Sircar 
strictly prohibits the shooting, or otherwise killing, of wild 
Elephants, in the territories of the State, except as herein- 
■ after provided. , 

2. Persons convicted of transgressing the provisions of 
this notification will he summarily punished by the Magis¬ 
tracy with fine nob exceeding 50 Rupees or with impri¬ 
sonment which may extend to three months, or with both. 

8. In special cases, the Dewan will, on application, 
grant a written permit for shooting Elephants ; and those 
who obtain such permits and act only in comformity with 
their provisions, will he exempted from the penalties speci¬ 
fied in the preceding para. 

4. General permits will be granted on application to such 
subjects of this State as possess properties in or near jungles 
infested by wild Elephants; and such subjects will be autho¬ 
rized. by the permits to kill Elephants, but in defence of 
their persons and properties only. . 

5. Persons killing wild elephants in self-defence will be 
exempted from the penalties specified in para 2 of this noti¬ 
fication hut such persons shall immediately report the cir¬ 
cumstance to the nearest Police Officer. 

6. In any case, the tusks, teeth, &c. of wild Elephants, 
however death may have occured, will, as hitherto, be the 
property of the Siroar, and are deliverable to the nearest 
Police Officer. 

7. The Sircar will pay a reward to any person who will 
give information of the illicit killing of Elephants, or of 

| appropriation of their tusks, such as will lead to the convic- 
| tion of the offender.

1. All Public servants drawing monthly salaries of 30 Rs. 
and upwards and named in the annexed-List marked A, 
shall be entitled to-pension under these rules. 


2. The applicant for pension must have served the Sircar 
for a period not less than. 15 years, on a monthly salary of 
10 Rupees and upwards. 


8. If the applicant's service fall short of 30 years, he .can¬ 
not have a pension, ftnleas incapacitated for furl her employ¬ 
ment by old age, protracted ill-health, loss of sight, or other 
bodily or mental informity. Competent medical testimony 
to such incapacity shall always accompany an application for 
pension in such circumstances. But when service is more 
than 80 years, such testimony shall not be required. 


4. Public servants of standing between 15 and 20 years, 
who are entitled to pension under these rules, shall be grant¬ 
ed pensions equal to one-fourth of their monthly salaries 
calculated on art average of five years previously to. the date 
of the application for pension. -It the service has been for 
more than 20 but less than 80 years, and the public servant 
is entitled to pension under these rules, the amount shall be 
one-third of the monthly salary calculated , in the manner 
above stated. Similarly, if the public servant has served 
30 years or upwards, and his case satisfies the rules, the 
amount of his pension shall be one-half of his monthly salary 
calculated as. above; 

5. In no case, however, is the amount of pension to, ex¬ 
ceed 500 Rupees a month.. 

6. Pensions granted under these rules are not liable to 
attachment or sequestration in satisfaction of any decree or 
order of Court. 

7. Pension certificates cannot he mortgaged or otherwise 
transferred. The pensions are payable only to the indivi¬ 
duals in whose names they have been granted or to their 
authorized Vakeels. 




8. Dismissal for misconduct entails forfeiture' of the 
benefit of past service 

9. Service as substitute does not count towards pension 
-when the substitute holds no substantive appoiutment. 5 

10. The whole of the service in virtue of which pension i 

is claimed, must have been passed in one of the grades I 
specified in the annexed List marked B. : 

11. Periods of service before the uge of 18 shall not ;

Rules and Tariff,, relating to the transmission of Telegraph 
Messages, in India, and between India and Oeylon, sanc¬ 
tioned by the Governor-General in Council, with effect from , 
the 1st April 1880. 


Rule I,—Tie accuracy of messages is not guaranteed, and 
tlie gender and" receiver must accept all risks arising from non¬ 
delivery, errors, or delays. 

Rule II.—Telegraph Stations are divided into three classes

Bole VIII.—The address must contain all the 
information necessary to ensure the delivery 
of the message at its destination, and the Sen¬ 
der in all eases supports the consequences 
of insufficiency of address. After the message 
is once despatched, it can neither be cancelled, 
completed, nor rectified except, by the despatch 
of a fresh paid message. 

Buie IX,—Every interlineation, reference, 
erasure, or alteration of words must be au¬ 
thenticated by the blender of the message, or 
by his representative. 

Bum X.—Messages from places where 
there is no Telegraph Station should be ad¬ 
dressed ^ the nearest Government Telegraph 
office by post registered, together with Tele¬ 
graph or Postage stamps sufficient for their 
payment. A Beceipt for the amount will be 

posted free to the Sender. 

In the case of a private message sent by 
Post to a Telegraph Station with an insuffici¬ 
ent number of stamps, the message and 
stamps will be returned “ Service Bearing” to 
. the Sender, who should in all cases give his Ml 
address, 

Bum XL—Messages can be addressed to 
places where there are no Telegraph Stations. 
In such cases, the Sender must state ("free) from 
what Telegraph office delivery is to be effected. 

Urn ample .—“ To Sherghotty, Post Burhee.” 
Xo charge 'wih be made for ordinary Inland 
postage, which is defrayed* by the Telegraph 
Administration. But if the Sender of a message 
that has to be delivered, by Inland post wishes 
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it to be registered, he must prepay the p'ostal 
registration fee of four annas, _ and intimate 
that this has been done by adding (free) the 
words “Post registered,” instead of “Post,” 
before the name of the Telegraph Station at 
which the message is to be posted. 

Postal registration is compulsory in the case 
of messages which have to be posted in India to 
places beyond Indian limits, and in such oases 
both the postage and registration fees 5 ' nihst 
be prepaid by the Sender.f 

Rum XII.—•With the following exception, 
all charges for messages must be prepaid in 
cash or in stamps:— 

Messages are sent “bearing’’ from Sea-ports 
when received for despatch by mail steamers or 
other vessels, but no such message whether 
“ prepaid ” or “ hearing- ” will he .received for 
transmission until the name of the .vessel has 
been made known. Be,wring damage* will nut hi 
delk-ored to the, AHJrewm mill after pui/rMid 
has been obtained. 

Rule XIII.—All charges on telegrams are 
prepaid in Telegraph Stamps, which are procur¬ 
able at every Treasury and every Government 
Telegraph Station. 

Telegraph Stamps are. double-headed, the’ 
object being that the upper half sludl be re¬ 
turned on' the Receipt (whereby the Sender 
receives a guarantee that his message has not 
been suppressed for the sake of the stamps), 
and the turner half shall he affixed to the mes¬ 
sage as voucher to Government that it has 
been prepaid. 

Proper Forms on which to write messages 
are available graiin at all Telegraph Stations, 
and Senders are requested to use these forms only.

Should the character of a message be 
open to. doubt, the matter shall be referred to a 
Secretary to Government, if the message be 
tendered at the seat of Government, or the 
Chief Civil or Military Officer if at a Provincial
